Paris, Jan . 29.— The Seine river is 
now stationary here and 
its tribu­ 
taries continue to fall. 
The situation 
has greatly improved. 
This in part 
is attributable to the change in the 
weather, which suddenly cleared. The 
temperature also has dropped and the 
wind veered to the eastward. 
The improvement from appearances 
will not be m erely temporary. 
The 
anxious officials are convinced 
that 
the end is in sight and that the wa­ 
ters w ill now begin to recede. 
The water has begun to fall in all 
of the affluents of the Seine above j 
Paris, but the passage through the , 
city is clogged by bridges and an im­ 
mense accumulation of drift, and the ! 
seething waters hourly spread over I 
new areas. 
Choked underground riv- j 
ors and sewers burst their confines : 
and played 
havoc with the streets, I 
swamping more cellars and threaten- I 
ing more foundations of buildings. 
' j 
The city presents a w’eird spectacle, 
the soldiers, sailors, firemen and po­ 
lice 
hastily 
constructing temporary I 
walla by the light of camp fires and J 
torches in an effort to keep out the j 
invading floods, while pickets patrol j 
those sections of the city which are 
plunged in darkness by the bursting 
of the gas mains and the stoppage of ! 
the electric lighting plants. 
The situation in the Place cie l’Op- I 
era is grave. 
The entire territo iy J 
has been roped off as being unsafe, j 
The new Equitable Life Assurance so- 1 
ciety building is in danger of collapse. 
President 
Fallieres 
and 
Prem ier 
Briand drove in automobiles to the 
flooded 
suburbs, where 
distress 
is 
greatest, speaking words of comfort 
to the homeless and encouraging the 
soldiers and others engaged in salvage , 
and rescue work. 
Charitable organizations are co-op- j 
crating with the authorities in throw­ 
ing open their buildings and succor­ 
ing refugees. 
Several convents and a 
number of public buildings have been 
transformed into hospitals. 
The Red 
Cross is performing splendid service j 
in distributing food and clothing. 


Pitiful Instances Cited. 


Nevertheless, numerous pitiful In- I 
stances are cited of women and chil­ 
dren who had refused to leave their ! 
homes 
in 
the 
submerged 
districts ; 
shrieking 
from 
their 
windows 
for | 
bread. 
The number of refugees arriving j 
here is enormous, Charenton 
alone j 
sending in 
38,000, who 
have come 
there from Calais and otner afflicted 
points. 
Many thrilling rescues are recorded. 
Tho fam ily of M. Barthou, former min­ 
ister of public works, whose home is 
surrounded, were taken out on the 
backs of soldiers and rescued in boats. 
Several hospitals where sick and num­ 
bers of refugees were taken are in a 
dreadful plight owing to the water 
having 
reached 
their 
cellars 
and 
quenched the fires in the furnaces. 
Four hundred patients were hurriedly 
removed in ambulances from the hos­ 
pital De la Salpetriere to the hospital 
Boucicault. 
Their 
rescue 
was 
dra­ 
matic and timely. The hospital already 
was isolated and a new rush of water 
threatened to level it. 
A large number of the schools are 
closed because of lack of heat and the 
municipality is considering the advisa­ 
bility of closing all of them. 
The public services continue badly 
crippled. 
The mails are slow’ and un­ 
certain. 
The telegraph lines are down 
in every direction and communication 
with England, Holland, Denmark and 
Austria and many of the cities and 
towns of France is completely cut off' 
The telephone has been practically 
abandoned in Paris. 
Practically all of the flooded subur 
ban towns above and below’ Paris are 
without 
light 
and 
several of then 
without water. 
Their inhabitants are 
hastily leaving.

Veteran Pedestrian Expects to Finish 
Long W alk In Ninety Days. 
W ith seventy years to his credit and 
still displaying Hie sprightly step of a 
youth, Edw ard Payson 
Weston, tile 
best known pedestrian in tile world, 
w ill start at Los Angeles, Cal., on his 
next transcontinental walk on Feb. I. 
with New York as his goal. 
This will 
make the second time that Weston 
w ill have walked from ocean to ocean, 
and he expects he will be able to ac­ 
complish 
Hie 3,500 miles 
In 
ninety 
days. 
On March 13 of last year the veteran 
walker started from New York city 
to walk to San Francisco in IOO days. 
Blizzards and 
unlooked for 
impedi­ 
ments to favorable progress held him 
from completing the distance in the 
scheduled time, the trip taking 
104 
days and 7 hours. 
He figures that Hie 
handicaps which interfered with him 
then w ill be overcome by taking a 
more southerly route and reaching the 
neighborhood of New York when there 
w ill be no Miow banks to plow through 
According to his schedule, he will ar 
rive at the city hall in New York city 
on May 17 
Following his usual policy, Weston 
will do no walking oil Sundays, taking 
this day for a rest after a week of 
hard walking. 
In view of this he will 
make Monday a record breaker for dis­ 
tance. and the schedule shows through- j 
out that he will do a greater amount 
of walking Monday than on any other 
day. 
His longest trip laid out for one 
day is M ay KI, when he will cover a 
distance of seventy-four miles, from 
Rhinecliff to Ossining. N. Y. 
The first stage of his journey after 
leaving Los Angeles will be along the 
route of the Atchison, Topeka and S .It­ 
ta Fe railroad. During this part of tile 
journey he will be accompanied by a 
handcar, which will carry his provi­ 
sions. this being necessary owing to 
the sparsely settled condition of the 
country. 
This aid was accorded to 
the aged pedestrian through the cour­ 
tesy of President Ripley of the Santa 
Fe railroad. 
Weston takes with him a letter from 
Mayor G arner of New Y’ork to the 
mayor of Los Angeles, and a commit­ 
tee is already at work iii that city to 
make the event of his starting on the 
long tramp one of memorable charac­ 
ter. 
A number of Weston’s friends in 
New York city are planning a big cele­ 
bration on the completion of the wain. 
Carnegie hall has been secured for the 
occasion, and there will be many note­ 
worthy 
men 
as speakers, 
including 
Mayor Gayuor. 
As he is making the present effort 
for fast time the veteran pedestrian 
will not stop at any points to deliver 
lectures. 
He lias received many offers 
of such a nature, but 
has declined 
them nil.

New York, Jan. 29.— There was a 
widespread understanding among re­ 
tail butchers here that th<* Western 
packers have decided to cut in half 
their shipments of cattle to this city 
in an effort to uphold the price of beef. 
The packers denied it. 
On the other hand, the small dealers 
were equally positive that the pack­ 
ers are only “ talking big” and that if 
the boycott continues concessions in 
wholesale prices must come. 
The fam ily trade in meats continues 
to dwindle and prices continue to fall 
in consequence, but as beef goes down 
fish goes up. 
The price of poultry remained un 
4 j changed, but there was a sharp decline 
‘ 
in eggs. 
Resentm ent against the increase of 
the cost of living has thus far mainly 
centered upon the packers, but an in­ 
dependent investigator came out with 
figures which tend to show that, in the 
better class of trade at least, the re­ 
tailer absorbs tho larger share of the 
profits, leaving to the packer only 
what he can make on the sale of by­ 
products. 
Supposing a New Y'ork packer buys 
a steer in Chicago for $96.57. 
He 
would sell 800 pounds of this moat to 
the retailer for $72, while from the re­ 
maining 400 pounds of the carcass tho 
packer would have to make up the dif-1 
ference between $96.57 and $72. 
Tho retailer, it is said, sells his 800 I 
pounds to the householder for $168. 
Aside from the quarrel between the 
packer, the wholesaler and the retail- j 
er, it is pointed out by shrewd buyers I 
that neither the government nor a 
boycott can adjust the situation until 
the men in control of the cattle are 
brought to book.

Washington, Jan. 29.— The state de­ 
partment officials, including the offi­ 
cers of the board of foreign trade rela­ 
tions and 
the newly created 
tariff 
board, have been working overtime in 
their efforts to adjust the tariff dif­ 
ferences between the United States 
and certain European countries, and 
especially with Germany and France. 
The statement was officially made 
that good progress had been made in 
settling the tariff issues with Germany.

Discussion of Methods of Combating 


Tuberculosis Discussed by 


Mr. Easton 


URGED 
GREATER 
ACTIVITY 


Resolutions Were Passed by Meeting 


A Public Health Committe 


Will be Named 


Mr. Christopher Easton, executive 
secretary of the Minnesota associa­ 
tion for the prevention and relief of 
tuberculosis, spoke last night at the 
First Congregational church on the 
subject of “Local Work For Consump­ 
tives.” 
Mr. Easton appeared under 
the auspices of the public health 
committee of this city. 
The lecture began by defining the 
scope of his lecture as differing from 
the one given here eight months ago. 
His purpose at this time being to 
help the people of Brainerd to deal 
intelligently with 
its 
consumptive 
community which 
DOES exist, al­ 
though unknown to the majority of 
citizens, and although most of the j 
cases are practically unlocated. 
Most people do not know that there j 
is a state law demanding that all j 
cases of pulmonary tuberculosis be j 
reported to the State Board of Health, j 
This is not done outside of St. Paul, 
Minneapolis and Duluth. 
It is not 
due to the laxness of our physicians, 
but because of the popular prejudice 
against publicity. 
When the public 
was awakened to the dangers of this 
communicable disease, it began by 
persecuting the consumptive, 
until 
he shrinks from allowing his dis­ 
ease to be known. 
The public can 
remedy this by looking upon the con­ 
sumptive in a rational way and not 
making his burden harder to bear. 
The great danger of communication 
being to those who breathe the air 
and sleep in the homes where the pa­ 
tient is. 
But even if the known 
cases of consumption were cared for. 
the difficulty is that in the majority 
of cases even the patient himself does 
not recognize his symptoms at the 
beginning. 
This led to the plan of a visiting 
nurse which is followed in M.nneap- 
olis with great success. 
Her mission 
is educative— she goes into the home 
and teaches the patient how to care 
for himself and the family how to 
safeguard itself and most important 
of all locates the members 
of the 
family who are in danger and sends 
them to the physician for examina­ 
tion. 
Thus 
she 
accomplishes 
the 
purpose of this great movement, get­ 
ting hold of the incipient cases in 
time to effect a cure. 
In the last stages of the disease 
Mr. Easton advised strongly that the 
patient be cared for at a sanitarium 
or other places where absolutely san­ 
itary measures might be used. 
Sta­ 
tistics prove that this segregation 
reduces in the same 
measure 
the 
spread of the disease. 
The attention of the county com­ 
missioners was called to the fact that 
they have the right to an appropria­ 
tion to establish a county institution 
to care for consumptives and to levy 
4-10 of a mill tax for its mainten­ 
ance. 
Many counties in the state 
have done this and Crow Wing coun­ 
ty should not be behind in this im­ 
portant work, said the speaker. 
The city was called upon to consid­ 
er the plan of employing the services 
of a visiting nurse for a time at least, 
to aid in the work. 
After the lecture when practical 
questions had been answered by Mr. 
Easton, a resolution was read and 
adopted to appoint a sub-committee 
to work under the supervision of our 
physicians. 
Such a committee was 
appointed and 
the 
announcement 
made that the Public Health Com­ 
mittee has planned lectures to fol­ 
low this one, to take up other mat­ 
ters concerning the public welfare.
